Tract to Be Part of 
Forest Preserve. 


Skokie valley, famous for its pic- 
turesque marshlands, will be preserved 
as a playground for the citizens of 
Cook county instead of being convert- 
ed into a new north shore residential 
district, Superior Judge Michael L. 
McKinley ruled yesterday. 

The judge dismissed a petition for 
an injunction brought by W. D. Wash- 
burne, 1014 Sheridan road, Evanston, 
against. the forest preserve commuis- 
sion. He tried to restrain the con- 
demnation of 2,090 acres in the Skokie 
swamp so that it might be made into 
a forest preserve.

Fearing that the 
marsh would be drained, subdivided, 
and built up with small homes, these 
home owners used their wealth and 
influence to force the county board to 
condemn the tract, the bill charged.

There are 
certain wards in which a man cannot 
be elected if he says he favors modifi- 
cation of the Volstead law. It does 
not make any difference how able he: 
is, it does not make a particle of differ-

“ And it is quite within the range of 
prpbability that there will be elected 
in his stead some incompetent man 
who simply has taken the popular side 
of the prohibition question. The con- 
verse is as true. In certain wards it 
is hopeless. to ‘expect to elect a man 
who would have the temerity to say 
that he is a prohibitionist. 

“ Municipal government, which has 
become of such supreme importance in 
the progress of the nation, is de- 
teriorafing rapidly, and must deterio- 
rate, because the men getting into 
public office are coming in on such an 
unethical; or at least an unscientific, 


program.” 

Senators Ask Recommendations. 

Those sentences the mayor uttered 
with deep earnestness. His tone was 
grave and his manner vigorous. He

“What we need is this: Patient, 
courageous, intelligent, tolerant study 
of the whole problem. There is not a 
man in America who has any right 
to come before you and dogmatically 
say that this or that is the way to cure 
this: evil. 

“But I have the very definite be- 
lief, developed out of an experience 


that has come torbut few men, that 


something should be done.” 
Good Government Periled. 


Then he unfolded phases of his own | 


desolating experience, saying: 

“It is ansevery day, yes, an hourly, 
difficulty with us in Chicago—this pro- 
hibition enforcement problem. The 
mayor of that city has great power. 
He is responsible for the school board, 
the library board, the great hospitals, 
the police, the fire department, and 
yet, notwithstanding the growing need 
for attention to these highly important 
matters, our attefftion is engrossed 
from morning until night with this 
particular subject of liquor law en- 
forcement. 

_ “It is almost impossible to give any- 
thing approaching good government 
along general lines while this one sub- 
ject presses so strongly upon our at- 
tention. I find myself immersed in it 
to the very great damage to the city. 

“ Ponder this: That cften, O, so very 
often, the minds we have to deal with 
are gentlemen who have forced their 
way into public service because of the 
attitude they have taken, one way or 
the other, on thig prohibition question. 


Hopes for Better Day. 

“I am hoping for a day when our 
efforts may be given to something else. 
I have a human longing either to pass 
the burden of this great subject on to 
somebody else or, from the aid of con- 
structive legislation, to be relieved of 
its annoyance. 

“JI am asking for that measure of 
relief that vill save cur great cities. 


It can be done. It was done in Can- 
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ada. I am ‘not Canada’s pro- 
gram at all, for I do not know what 
you ought to do, but that yeu ought to 
do something seems to me as clear as 
the noonday sun.”’ 

One first and definite thing he felt 
sure’ should be done and that is, 
“Drive ballyhooing and blah out of the 
consideration of the question.” 

Olson was again his target when he 
fired that shot. 

“Mr, Olson says,” said the mayor, 
“that 5,000 stills are operated in Chi- 
cago now. He took a comfortable 
round number. He might just as well 
have said 10,000. The fact is, they are 
known to be widespread in Chicago, as 
in every other city of the country. No 
man knows whether there are 5,000 or 
8,000 or 10,000 or 2;000 stills in Chicago. 

Against Raids on Homes. 

One thing that the mayor was sure 
ought not to be done, and that he 
would never do, was to release his po- 
lice upon the homes of Chicago with- 
out search warrants; a thing, -how- 
ever, he has been asked to do. 


“Why, Mr. Chairman,” he ex. 
claimed. “Suppose I were to author- 
iz@ Chief Collins to drive into these 
private homes of our citizens with’ his 
police force, and with sledge hammers 
break in, if necessary, what would be 
the effect socially upon our organ 
tion in Chicago? What would happen 
in the way of law and order and gov- 
ernmént af 


Senator Reed interjected: “ What 
would be the effect upon the consti- 
tutional rights of the people?” 

The mayor continued: 

“If we are going to drop every- 
thing else, and if we are going to vio- 
late, if not the ietter, certainly the | 
spirit of our institutions by the whole. | 
sale use of search warrants, We will 
be striking a fatal blow at the integ- 
rity of government itself, and I want 
to say that I am not for it and I wili,

Chicago.”

Calls Situation Desperate. 


Reverting to his analysis of the ef- 
| fect of prohibition on the selection of 
| men for public office, Dever said: 
| “That is the desperate situation in 
this country today. It affects not only 
| the mayor of Chicago, but allour 
judges, our state’s attorney, our great 
‘county organization—it affects the 
| whole structure of government in that | 
|; great city.” 
| Only study and good feeling and 
| earnestness and the bringing together 
of the contending forces can provide 
any real solution, the mayor declared, 
_and, taking a leaf out of the home 
book, he told the senators one thing 
that could not be done: “ You cannot 
have successful government in Chi- 
cago if we impose upon the people 
laws, however wise we think they are, 
that the people themselves do not want. 
If you attempt to do so you will bring 
about pandemonium, and we have pret- 
ty nearly reached that stage in our 
municipal progress at this time. 
“ There is a time when public opin- 

ion will not stand for even legal meth- 
ods if they become too oppressive.” 


Andrews Is Optimistic. 

Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, in charge 
of enforcement, followed Mayor Dever, 
and will again testify tomorrow, the 
closing day of these three weeks of 
hearings. Today Gen. Andrews testi- 
fied that owing to better codperation 
between his force and the coast guard 
the notorious “rum row” is prac 
tically dissipated. 

He also feels that the result of the 
new Canadian treaty will be the stop- | 
ping “in a very short time” of the 
smuggling of intoxicating beverages.

DEFENDER DEVER 
AS HERO TODAY 


Parade Planned to Show 
Joy Over Testimony. 


Homeward bound after his two day 
‘fight for “the fair name of Chicago,” 
Mayor Dever will receive a welcome 
here this morning expected to eclipse 
any like reception ever given to an 
official of the city. 

Cheers of thousands of people, it is 
predicted, accentuated by band music, 
will be the first greeting as\the mayor 
and Chief of Police Collins step off 
the Capitol limited at the Grand Cen- 
tral station at 9u.m. Speeches, a loop : 
parade, and a reception at the city 
hall will follow. 

Final plans for the homecoming wel- 
come were laid last night at the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, which has ap- 
pointed a committee of prominent 
business men to supervise the cere- 
monies. William R. Dawes, president 
of the association, will head the com- 
mittee. 

Great Reception Is Due Him. 

“Mayor Dever, in ‘a national way, 
has cleared the charges against our 
city,” a statement issued by the com- 
mittee said. “Chicago owes him a 
reception commensurate with the great 
public service he has rendered.” 

Orders were sent out from the police 
department detailing a squad of twen- 
ty-five men to patrol the station and 
another squad of the same size to care 
for the city hall. Motorcycle police- 
men, followed by the police band, will 
lead the parade. 

Leaving the station, the procession 
will move north to Wells street, to 
Jackson, east on Jackson to La Salle, 
and thence north tw the La Salle street 
entrance of the city hall.
